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tice of music — every individual can perform upon some 
instrument ; and we really cannot see why music should 
not be as generally studied in England as in any other 
part of the world. That we work harder than foreigners 
is quite true, but we have leisure enough to learn music ; 
and the very severity of our toil makes it the more neces- 
sary for us to us to have some means of recreating our- 
selves in our leisure hours which shall keep us from 
yielding to the temptation held out by the public-house. 
Yorkshire has the reputation of being the most musical 
county in England, and we shall rejoice indeed if our 
temperance friends will only endeavour to make Hull the 
most musical town in Yorkshire. Our advice to the pro- 
moters of this society is, to call a meeting of all the school 
teachers in Hull, and to invite the attendance of ministers 
of religion, and propose their plan for general consideration. 
Temperance advocates would have only one principle to 
inculcate in conjunction with the study of music — namely, 
abstinence from all intoxicating liquors, and that every 
teacher and minister of the Gospel in the town would 
highly approve of. A very small public subscription would 
suffice to supply an abundance of books and instruments 
— suitable places for rehearsals would be obtained without 
difficulty — and the expense of teaching would be by no 
means so considerable as to occasion much uneasiness to a 
community so numerous and wealthy as ours. We want 
the thing done upon a scale commensurate with the wants 
of the rising generation, and with a view to the com- 
mencement of an improved system of musical teaching 
among the people. Nothing so elevates and refines the 
tastes of the working classes of any country as music. 
By all means, therefore, let our temperance friends bring 
forward their plan, and so afford the town an opportunity 
of encouraging them in an education undertaking of the 
most meritorious character. — Hull Advertiser.

MUSICAL PICNICS. 
To the Editor of the "Musical Times." 
Dear Sir, — I happened to be at Chatham a few days 
ago, and was induced to join a party of some thirty or forty 
friends in a picnic to the Isle of Sheppy, and was much 
gratified to find that in addition to the usual sources of 
enjoyment on such occasions, we were provided with from 
60 to 100 copies of different numbers of the Musical 
Times, containing Glees, Anthems, <fcc, which the friends 
generally sang off in their several parts with a precision 
and taste which would not have been discreditable to 
some of the harmonic societies of the Metropolis. I after- 
wards learnt that a class had been formed in Chatham for 
the cultivation of vocal music, under the management of 
Mr. Whiffin, and that he with several members of his class 
were present. There were one or two things in reference 
to that class which struck me as being worthy the imita- 
tion of those who wish in their social circles to cultivate a 
taste for vocal music, and the power to sing in harmony, 
music of a superior character. First of all, they had ob- 
tained the services of a proficient musician as their leader, 
whose judgment and skill as a teacher could secure their 
confidence and respect. Secondly, no time is wasted by 
irrelevant discussions between the members of the class, 
during the time of practice ; but each strives to master his 
own part. And thirdly, they are careful to be abundantly 
supplied with printed copies of the pieces to be sung 
From inattention to these points how often do we find 
music classes begun with considerable spirit, prove an utter 
failure. Should you consider the example of the friends 
at Chatham calculated to stimulate any in the formation 
of classes to secure these three points, you are at liberty to 
use this as your discretion may suggest.

Brief Chronicle of the last Jttonth. 



The Musical Union's Season, 1854. — We have just 
reason to congratulate ourselves on the continued pros- 
perity of the Musical Union, since we are informed, that 
the season has been less favorable to other Institutions. 
The visitors have not been so numerous as in former years, 
but our list of Members shews a slight increase. When 
we reflect upon the sums spent in music lessons, and prices 
paid to hear the most trifling and mediocre musical per- 
formances in a London season, it would indeed be very 
discouraging if such a series of unique entertainments, 
as heard at the Musical Union for a trifling amount of 
subscription, should fail to attract an audience from among 
the highly educated and generous patrons of art, literature, 
and science of the English aristocracy. In parting this 
day from our Members, we beg to thank them for their 
patronage, and to assure them that in whatever way the 
sphere of our musical operations may be increased by the 
accomplishment of a long cherished design for spreading 
a taste in art, we shall not be unmindful of the kindness 
of those zealous friends to whom we are so greatly indebted 
for nominations. As all societies are subject to fluctua- 
tions, we urge all who wish well to this institution to enlist 
the votaries of the classical muse to become Members 
of the Musical Union. Including five Musical Winter 
Evenings, and two private receptions, for the trial of new 
music and dtbuls of artists, this day's performance makes 
altogether a series of fifteen entertainments of chamber 
classical music given by us during five months. — Ella's 
Musical Union, No. 8. 
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Mozart's Compositions. — Every worshipper of the im- 
mortal genius of. Salzburg, must feel indebted to the enter- 
prising spirit of Mr. Novello, for his cheap issue of good 
editions of Mozart's Masses ; nor is our gratitude the less 
towards Mr. E. Holmes for the lucid, instructive, and 
comprehensive analysis of these works, which has appeared 
in The Musical Times. English musicians are well ac- 
quainted, or ought to be, with the interesting biography of 
Mozart by Mr. E. Holmes, and in several periodicals have 
appeared many instructive and valuable contributions on 
music and musicians from his pen. What we most admire 
in the character of this critic is the total absence of pe- 
dantry, or prejudice in favor of particular compositions ; 
Handel or Mozart, Berlioz or Meyerbeer, composers of 
the most opposite styles, have alike received justice at his 
hands. The simple divine effusions of Mozart, and the 
wild romantic reveries of Berlioz's descriptive muse, 
equally enrapture the soul of this musical philosopher. 
For some time we missed the usual contributions of Mr. 
Holmes to Mr. Novello's Journal, but in the present 
month, we perceive that he has resumed his pen on a sub- 
ject that must ever interest the readers of The Musical 
Times. The scanty resources of Salzburg Cathedral, 
obliged Mozart to score some of his Masses for very in- 
complete orchestras, and perhaps this exercise of his genius 
may have contributed considerably to his power of creating 
grandeur of effect with simple means — the wonder and de- 
light of all those who have studied his instrumentation. 
We have twice visited Salzburg, and in the autumn of 
] 852 were particularly struck with the strange combination 
of one trumpet, one clarinet, horn, few stringed instru- 
ments, small choir, and organ, that executed a very fine 
Mass by the resident Kapellmeister, skilfully scored. The 
resonance of the spacious interior of this fine old Cathedral 
gave a grandeur of tone to the ensemble that indeed 
awakened in our memory many incidents in the life of poor 
Mozart, who, when a mere child, was compelled to write 
Masses for the Archbishop, and to preside over their per- 
formance on the very spot we visited ! We are sure that 
the admirers of the works of Mozart will appreciate the 
observations of Mr. E. Holmes, in The Musical Times, 
No. 119, being the introduction to his analysis of the 
Twelfth Mass. — Ella's Musical Union, No. 8. 

Dewsbury Choral Society. — The sixteenth concert 
took place on the 25th of July, consisting of a selection 
from Handel's Judas Maccabaus and Samson. Leader, 
Mr. Haddock ; conductor, Mr. J. W. Dean. 

Koyston Mechanics' Institution. — On the 16th of 
August, Dr. Charles Steggal delivered a lecture on the 
chamber music of England in the 16th and 17th centuries; 
with vocal illustrations by members of the Royston Choral 
Society. 

Princess's Theatre. — This theatrical property was 
brought to the hammer by Messrs. Winstanley, at the 
Auction Mart, and it was stated to be submitted under the 
direction of the Court of Chancery in a cause entitled 
" Fhillipson e. Turner and others." There was a large 
assemblage of the theatrical world. The property con- 
sisted of the theatre, &c, let to J. M. Maddox, Esq., for 
2,6007. per annum ; the concert-room in Castle-street, pro- 
ducing an average income of about 300). pe.* annum j and 
the vaults beneath, let for 9*1. \0s. : the whole held for 26 
years, at ground rents of 340/. This property was at first 
submitted at 25,00<«., subsequently at 20,000/. then at 
15,000/., and eventually at 13,000/., but there were no 
bidders, and it was consequently declared not to have been 
sold. 

Departure op Grisi and Mario from Liverpool.— 
Madame Grisi and Signor Mario left Liverpool on the 9th 
of August, in the Baltic, Captain Comstock, for New 
York. They are accompanied by Mr. Hackett, the 
American comedian, under whose direction they go out to 



commence an engagement in the United States on the 4th 
of September. Previous to their departure, they were 
presented, Grisi with a splendid epergne, and Mario with 
a beautiful gold ring, set with a very large bloodstone, both 
the gifts of an Indian lady, who witnessed the farewell 
appearance of these renowned vocalists at the Royal Italian 
Opera. It is stated that Grisi and Mario are to receive 
17,000/. for six months, 11,000/. of which has been lodged 
with a London banker. 

St. Alban's. — The rural fete of the Literary Institute 
took place on the 7th of August. A vocal concert, by 150 
voices, formed part of the entertainment, under the con- 
duct of Mr. John Brooks. We are happy to find from 
our correspondent, that the facilities offered by our music 
pages have been the great inducement to the " somewhat 
novel experiment (in this county at least) of an open air 
concert, as a portion of the amusement at a rural fete." 

Music. — I consider music to be the most graceful ac- 
complishment and delightful recreation that adorns this 
hard-working world, and renovates our busy, overcharged 
existence. Its negative import is great It provides an 
amusement for our people, and keeps many from the ale- 
house and midnight brawl. Its positive importance and 
value are inestimable; for the combining chords that 
regulate our whole being are so interwoven, sense with 
principle, that the very character assumes a clothing from 
external circumstances. I am aware that, from every altar, 
however pure and sacred, fire might be stolen and de- 
secrated ; hut we should emulate the flame which, while it 
enlivens all around, points to the skies. I would not con- 
fine music to any walk in life. Not alone in the sacred 
cathedral, not alone in the costly theatre, nor in the gilded 
saloons, nor confine it to six-guinea stalls ; but I would 
hear our nightingales sing in every grove and trill on 
every bough. I would have the happy heart enliven the 
domestic tea-table, add variety to the village school, and 
linger in the sanctuary. — Lord Carlisle. 

Mr. John Atkinson, organist and teacher of music, has 
been convicted at the Northern assizes, of abducting a Miss 
Ward, a school girl, only twelve years of age, but entitled 
to 10,000/. The silly girl was ready enough to run away 
with a man nearly double her own age, and as the school 
was at Appleby, they easily succeeded in reaching Gretna, 
where they wereimarried. The young wife has been carried 
away by her friends, and the husband sentenced to nine 
months' imprisonment with hard labour. — Manchester 
Examiner and Times. 

South London Choral Society. — This lately-esta- 
blished society gave a public performance of Handel's Jcis 
and Galatea, on the 8th of August ; and is said to be pro- 
gressing favourably under the conduct of Mr. C. T. Brazier. 

Kino's Lynn. — The inauguration of the Athenaeum 
took place on the 17th and 18th of August. Handel's 
Messiah was performed on a scale of efficiency never before 
attempted in Lynn. Principal vocal performers, Mrs. 
Endersohn, Mrs. H. Wallack, Miss Fanny Huddart, Mr. 
A. Mann, and Mr. Weiss. The chorus numbered seventy 
members of the Lynn Musical Union and Norwich Choral 
Society. An engagement was offered to Madame Clara 
Novello, which she declined, in deference to what might 
have been considered an injury to the interests of the 
approaching Norwich Musical Festival. 

IrswicH. — Mr. Alfred Bowles announces his second 
annual series of Concerts, at which Madame Clara Novello, 
Mrs. Lockey, Mrs. Endersohn, Messrs. Hobbs, H. Phillips, 
Sims Reeves, J. L. Hatton, &c, are to appear. 

Liverpool. — The Philharmonic Society continue their 
Shilling Oratorios. Mendelssohn's Hymn of Praise, 
(Lobgesang), and Spohr's Last Judgment, are announced 
for the 12th of September. 

Brighton. — Mr. and Mrs. Bond announce a grand 
Musical Festival for the 1st of September ; when Rossini's 
Sia bat Mater, and Handel's Judas Maccabaus, will be given. 
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Worcester Festival. The chief works which are to 
form the programme of the 131st meeting of the Three 
Choirs, are the Cathedral Service on Tuesday, (including 
Handel's Dellingen Te Deum, and " My heart is inditing") j 
with the anthems, " O Sing unto the Lord," (Purcell), and 
" I beheld, and lo," (Blow).
